Earthquake in 
Chilean Cities

SANTIAGO, Chile, Dec. 18.—The en- 
tire southern part of Chile was shaken 
last midnight by an earthquake of un- 
usual duration and force. 

The strongest shocks were experi- 
ehced at Concepcion, Temuco, and Val- 
divia, where panics were caused. Most 
of the residents of Valdivia spent the 
gest of the night in the streets. 

The national telegraph office this 
morning reports that the shock as- 
sumed “extraordinary proportions” 
throughout the south. 

Santiago was shaken at 2 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon by an earthquake 
of less intensity but of long duration. 

No reports regarding the extent of 
damage have been received here. 


HONDURAS ROCKED. 

SAN SALVADOR, Republic of Sal- 
vador, Dec. 10.—Terrific earthquakes 
have occurred in Croluteca, southern 
Honduras, according to reports re- 
ceived here today, but details are lack- 
ing. 

‘Very violent shocks also were felt 
Wednesday in Chinandega and Co- 
rinto, western Nicaragua, twenty-five 
earth tremors shaking Corinto. . 

The loss of life and extent of the 
damage caused by the earthquakes are 
not known. 


SHOCK RECORDED HERE. 

An earthquake of moderate intensity 
was recorded last night by the United 
States weather bureau seismograph at 
the Unjversity of Chicago. The first 
shock ts recorded at 10:49 p. m. Max- 
imum intensity was reached at 11:10, 
while the waves finally died out at 
1:44 this morning. The distance from 
Chicago could not be determined.

LLOYD GEORGE 
OFFERS OPEN 


Radical Faction.

, LONDON, Dec. 10.—Premier Lioyd 
George, addressing the house of com- 
mons today, outlined the “ double pol- 
icy” by which the government will 
seek peace in Ireland. 

Briefly, Mr. Lloyd George's program 
is an offer to hold “conversations” 
with responsible Irish leaders tm fe- 
gard to a settlement, and, on the other 
hand, strongest repression of the law- 
less minority which, he charged, is 
conducting a’ campaign of murder in 
Ireland. 

In the latter movement, martial law 
will be enforced in “ certain sections ” 
of Ireland. Dispatches from Ireland 
tonight said these sections would in- 
clude all of the counties of Cork, Lim- 
erick, Tipperary, and Kerry. 


Good Will at Christmas? — 

Mr. Lloyd George’s offer to begin 
“conversations”’ is regarded as a 
umph for the peace party in the cabi- 
net over the extremists, who have 
fought for war to the bitter erd on the 
Sinn Fein. | 

If Ireland accepts the offer in the 
spirit in which it was made there 
should be no obstacle in the way of a 
peace by Christmas. 

In his offer Mr. Lioyd George. says 


| that not only will representatives of 


the Irish be received while Dai! 
Eirann, meaning the “republican par- 
liament of Ireland,” is not to be recog: 
nized nor allowed to meet as such, the 
Irish members of the British parliia- 
ment, who are the same individuals, 
will be allowed to meet, with the ex- 
ception of three or four, who are 
charged with specific crimes. 
Pledges Drastic Repression. 

The address of the premier does not 
mean any weakening of the offensive 
against those who are responsible for 
disorder in Ireland. He said flatly that 
any persons in the martial law dis- 
tricts caught in crimes while in civil- 
ian clothes or disguised in British uni- 
forms would be court martialed, He 
said the lawless were being captured 
or dispersed, and his views were re 
flected in an. address delivered by An- 
drew Bonar Law in Edinburgh to- 
night, when he said: 

“The present condition in Ireland is 
one of open rebellion and should, be 
treated as such. I never thought the 
great mass of the Irish people favored 
the murders, and now I am sure they 
regard them as a mistake. ’

Important Problems at 
First of Meetings. |

Marion, O., Dec. 10.—[Special.]—

change of plans the first of Senator 
Harding’s promised conferences on in- 
ternational relations with the “best 
minds of the country,” originally 
scheduled to begin next Monday, was 
held today.

Asks U.S.toLead; Lets 
Navies Alone. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec, 10.—Gen. 
Tasker H. Bliss, in an address here to- 
night suggested the United States take 


the lead in a “definite proposal and 
demand for a reasonable limitation of 
armament.” 

“Those of you are mistaken w'io 
may think that there can be an en- 
during and effective association of «he 
nations for the maintenance of peace 
so long as these nations are armed to 
the teeth solely against each other,” 
the general said. “And those are mis- 
taken who think that, so long as the 
present military system exists, there 
can be any successful international 


An Unspoken Dialogue. 
Taking up disarmament, he said: 


“We are saying to the world: ‘We 


do not wish to join in any formal as- 


They are saying to us: ‘We want you 
because without you there can be no 
continued peace.’ 

“Why should not the United States 
say to the nations: ‘We will take you 
at your word and will test it to decide 
its worth. Will you, the nations that 
accepted the preamble to the military 
peace terms with Germany, sign this 
further document with us: 

“We will agree with you on a date 
nation that so desires shall keep 
build whatever frontier and coast for- 
tifications it wishes. Fortifications 
cannot stride alross the earth, dev- 
astating fields and destroying cities. 

May Keep the Navies. 

“*We will agree with you that each 
nation may maintain its navy. No 
navy without an army can conquer 
and hold foreign territory. 

‘* We will agree with you on @ date 
when we shall simultaneously abolish 
any military system which is solely 
necessary for international war. 

“* We will agree with you on @ date 
when we shall begin the gradual re- 
duction of our armed forces until they 
are at the limit necessary 
maintenance of internal order. 
coting to an agreement about this we 
will accept any reasonably just prin- 
ciple of proportion.”

* Thirty-five years’ practice in a fairly

| thing to do with lessening the amount of 
mosquitoes or the incidence of malaria. 
Furthérmore, would not the horses be- 
come chronic carriers of malaria and 
really increase malaria instead of dimin- 
ishing it?’ 

Yes, there is basis for ‘the statement 
made. C, W. Metz knows about as much 
about malaria and mosquitoes as any 
one. His report is to be found in the 
public health reports issued by the United 
States public health service. I do not 
_Know the standing of- Dr. E. Roubaud, 
but his communication: translated into 
| English is also found in a number of the 
Public health reports. I suggest that you 
write to the United States public health 
service at Washington, D. C., asking 
them for these two reports. 

If you never have read Surgeon General 
Gorgas’ book on Panama give it to your 
wife for a Christmas present. It is fasci- 
nating reading, and incidentally you can 
read about the horse the mosquitoes 
loved. There is all the evidence of which 
I know. It does not prove the case, but 
it furnishes the basis for the statement 
made and it suggests investigation. 


Now, let’s take your statements. It is 
not easy to say whether you have less 
malaria than you would have had had 
there been no horses or hogs around 
your house. 

As to your second suggestion, I know 
of no evidence that horses can become in- 
| fected with malaria or serve as chronic 
malaria carriers. Salous makes a state- 
/ment relative to tsetse fly and sleeping 
| sickness in South Africa which may help 
| us to see this particular angle of the case. 
When he first went to South Africa wild 
Cattle were almost everywhere. Wher- 


ever there were wild cattle there were 
tsetse flies, and in every section where 
| tsetse files abounded the natives and their 
| tame cattle were subject to sleeping sick- 
ness. So fatal was this sickness to na- 
| tive cattle and to native men that certain 
strips of country had to be avoided. But 
though’ the tsetse flies lived on the wild 
cattle, the latter never were infected with 
sleeping sickness. Then came the great 
epidemic of rinderpest, killing off practi- 
cally all of the wild cattle. The tsetse 
'flles disappeared from adl the regions 
| where the wild cattle were killed off. 


When Salous revisited Africa a few 
years after this great epidemic he found 
oxen pulling wagons and domestic cows 
abounding in sections where before the 
rinderpest came no tame oxen or cow

ten by tsetse files and infected with 
sleeping sickness. 

Quite on the side, when President 
Roosevelt announced in 1908 that he was 
going lion hunting in South Africa some 
of us said he would certainly die of sleep- 
ing sickness. Salous’ book proves to us 
that President Roosevelt knew in 1908 
that rinderpest had killed off the wild 
cattle, the tsetse flies had almost disap- 
peared, and the danger of sleeping sick- 
ness was slight. The Old Lion was bet- 
ter informed and less foolhardy than we 
thought. 

If the tsetse flies could infect tame cattle 
with sleeping sickness, but did not infect 
the wild ones on which they fed, should 
we reason that mosquitoes can infect 
horses with malaria merely because they 
can infect n? To say nothing of the 
fact that there is no proof that horses 
have malaria. Now, doctor, you Are in 
a fine position to try out the Meiz experi- 
ment and even the Roubaud suggestion. 
Why not build some hog baited mosquito 
traps?

A common name for 
this condition is cretinism. There are va- 
rious kinds of insanity. The accepted treat- 


ment for persons with the type of mentality 
present in cretinism (possibly it might be 
called insanity) is thyroid. This is injected | 
or given internally. In a few cases the 
gland has been implanted. This treatment 
has been in more or less genera! use for 
a quarter of a century. In atidition some 
investigation is being made to determine 
whether the use of various ductless glands 
may not be of service in other kinds of 
insanity.
